II. Claims 15-20, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 257. 
subclass 288. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process that does not include the steps of curing a transistor 
gate pattern with an electron beam; trimming the cured transistor gate pattern; and 
transfernng the trimmed transistor gate pattern to a layer disposed below the 
photoresist layer to form a transistor gate, wherein the transistor gate includes a width 
and a length, and a variation of the width along the length of the transistor gate is 
reduced due to the curing step. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
